Australia used only two 
recognised midfielders 
in Canberra — John 
Coyne and Jimmy Roo- 
ney. The other players 
were helping out, but I 
think the team could do 
with anothertrue mid- 
fielder, either Peter 
Boyle or Jim Campbell. 
All players will have to 
show a lot more spirit 
and determination in the 
remaining two games, 
and they must show 
more self-discipline in 
carrying out basic duties 
— especially tracking 
down the Czech defend- 
ers storming upfield to 
join the attack. 


If you can’t really pick out 
danger men to mark 
closely, because 
Czechoslovakia bases its 
game on fluid team- 
work involving all play- 
ers. 


While Czechoslovakia’s 
star defenders, Ondrus, 
Jerkemik, Gogh and 
Barmos were the 
creators, the strate- 
gists, the playmakers, 
Australia had only one 
defender with similar 
qualities — Tony Hen- 
derson. 


Wholesale team changes 
aren’t the answer, but I 
think that coach Rudi 
Gutendorf should take 
steps to include Gary 
Byrne of Marconi in the 
squad. He is one of the 
finest midfielders in 
Australia.

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One might assume that 
the men at the helm of 
Olympic would be angry 
and disappointed at the 
failure of their recent ap- 
plication for re-in- 
statement into the PSL. 
However any bitterness 
they might have felt has 
gone and a new plan of 
action is being formula- 
ted. 

John Constantine, the 
club’s president, is far 
from happy with the 
position his club is in. 

He told me: ‘‘The deci- 
sion by the ASF to have 
us drop out of the Philips 
League has done tre- 
mendous damage to the 
club. We are under con- 
tract to all our players to 
fork out PSL match pay- 
ments, despite the fact 
that we are now in the 
State League. The fact 
that we have wasted 
$750,000 in the process of 
forming the PSL outfit 
should not go unnoticed 
and should serve as @ 
notice to other eager 
PSL applicants — for 
they might find them- 
selves in the same predi- 
cament. 

If the system of re- 
legation were to apply to 
all clubs, last season 
South Melbourne-Hellas 
would have been the first 
to go. To have the second 
last relegated points out 
a system of selective re- 
legation and certainly 
not relegation on merit. 

As for promotion it 
was Blacktown City that 
got the nod, the fourth 
team on the State League 
ladder, and not Croatia 
as premiers. That is an- 
other fact that stunned 
not only Sydney Olympic 
and their supporters but 
most soccer lovers in 
this country. 

Even on the .basis of 
selective promotion, the 
credentials of Blacktown 
City, apart from being a 
‘‘promising district 
club”, were not extra- 
ordinary. In fact it was 
Sydney Olympic that had 
the better credentials 
and with Gerry Chaldi an 
almost certain coach for 
next season, the club 
seemed a safe bet to re- 
enter the League. 

It still beats me as to 
how the vote went 11:0 
against Olympic. 

While one can under- 
stand the eagerness of 
the NSW Soccer Feder- 
ation to have Sydney 
Olympic dtop out of the 
Philips League and add 
much-needed support to

| had the good fortune to join Arthur 
Polly last Saturday night at an informal 
party which my good host held for the 
committee of Sydney Olymplc, the club 
which recently had the misfortune to drop 
out of the Philips League. 


the terraces of the State 
League games, it is diffi- 
cult to understand the 
voting of some of the 
other members. 

John Constantine is a 
bitter man. And who 
could blame him? A lot 
of hard work has gone by 
apparently unnoticed. A 
Jot of hard-earned money 
had been wasted. 

He was reluctant to 
give away too many 
details but insists that 
“all is not yet lost’’. 

“We have engaged a 
Q.C. to look into our case 
and Jook at the possi- 
bility of legal action 
against the ASF decision. 
We expect an answer 
within the next two 
weeks and if he finds that 
we have the legal right to 
challenge that decision, 
we will not hesitate to 
take that step,’’ said Con- 
stantine. 

“T would have thought 
that the Philips Soccer 
League of Australia 
should have decided the 
issue,”’ said Constantine, 
“but it appears that the 
PSL is almost without a 
representative in the 
echalon of the ASF exec- 
utive!”’ 

Many strange things 
have happened to this 
game of soccer in recent 
years and no incident 
amplifies this more than 
the decision to have 
Olympic out of the PSL. 

But it appears that this 
time the men at the helm 
of the club are not willing 
to sit back and simply 
“take it’. 

“What if your Q.C. 
decides to advise against 
court action’’ I asked. 

“We still have a PSL 
standard team and des- 
pite the loss of Ras- 
kopoulos, we are a shade 
better side than last 
year. We have a full-time 
coach and are looking 
towards a return to the 
top League one way or 
the other. We are facing 
fairly strong opposition 
in the State League but 
shouldn’t have much 
trouble winning the pre- 
miership and thus gain- 
ing another chance of ap- 
plying to get back where 
we belong,’’ was Con- 
stantine’s stern reply.

Qutclassed in all departments, the poor 
Socceroos crashed to their biggest defeat 
since that 5-0 thrashing by Middleborough in 
Sydney in 1977, and it could have been much 


worse. 

In fitness, group skill, aggression and speed, 
Czechoslovakia was streets ahead of the Socceroos who 
clearly were not ready for opposition of such calibre so 
early in the season. 


Only goalkeeper Greg Woodhouse, centre back Tony 
Henderson and striker Eddie Krncevic were anywhere 
near their best form. 


The Czechs, who had 23 shots at goal compared with 
nine by Australia, were excellent value for money and 
had some exciting individual players — sweeper Ondrus, 
stopper Jurkemik and striker Vizek in particular. 


If the match was a failure for Australia on the field, it 
was at least successful in attracting the largest crowd yet 
to see a soccer game in Canberra. 


The England v NSW cricket match, played in Canberra 
vevaly at the same time, managed to draw only about 
4500. 


The cricket match finished an hour early to enable 
people to go straight to the soccer. The England cricket- 
ers were guests at the match, as were Olympic Feder- 
ation officials, ASF president Sir Arthur George and the 
Minister for the ACT, Bob Elliott. 


1 felt it was unfair to the public to have so many team 
changes during the second half — there were seven in all. 
While I appreciate that the coaches took the opportunity 
to try as many players in as many combinations as possi- 
ble, I firmly believe international matches should employ 
the standard rule on substitutions. 


Czechoslovakia’s coach Joe Venglos who, of course, 
coached Australia in the three-match series against Scot- 
land in 1967, was concerned before the game about his 
platyers’ acclimatisation and whether they would under- 
estimate the Australians. 


Also, he was worried that they hadn’t played since De- 
cember 1. 


Yet, Czechoslovakia started well and dominated the 
entire first half hour. 


The European champions held possession with in- 
tricate short passes, interchange of positions, and with 
defenders coming through powerfully from behind. 


Jurkemik, the stopper, had several shots at goal and 
was involved in most of the forward moves. 


It was no surprise when, in a move started by Barmos 
in the 17th minute, Jurkemik scored the opening goal 
after Nehoda had laid the ball back to him. 

To this stage, Australia had been tentative, unco-or- 
dinated, and overawed. 

After a fine shot by Jurkemik had come close in the 
2st minute, Australia got near the goal for the first time 
due to a pass from Rooney which enabled O’Connor to 
have a shot, but his aim was off. 

A cross from Tansey in the 28th minute resulted in the 
first save by Czechoslovakia’s goalkeeper, Netolicka who 
saved again when O’Connor launched a shot after dribb- 
ling two opponents. 

Sweeper Ondrus should have scored in the 33rd minute 
when he dribbled the Australian defence but stumbled 
over the ball at the last moment. 

With defenders venturing upfield without being tracked 
down, Czechoslovakia was calling all the shots. 

It was Vizek, to whom Venglos attributes George Best- 
like qualities, who gave Czechoslovakia its 2-0 half-time 
lead with an angled shot after out-playing two opponents 
in the 44th minute. 

The surprise of the first half, as far as Australia was 
concerned, was the replacement of Tommy Cumming 
after only 35 minutes. I felt it was a bit unfair, as 
Cumming was playing no better or worse than his team 
mates, but 1 suppose coach Rudi Gutendorf felt the speed 
of Cumming’s replacement, Peter Sharne, might worry 
the Czechs. 

Australia had its best period of play just after half 
time. Krncevic challenged 'keeper Netolicka after a long 
clearance from Woodhouse but the ball went over the top, 





goal disallowed because a team-mate was offside and 
Panenka shooting narrowly over the bar. 

There was nothing co-ordinated about ‘the Australian 
attack. Only Henderson posed any sort of a threat with a 
few powerful shots after coming from behind. 

Woodhouse made good saves from Kozak in the 65th 
minute and Stambachr in the 72nd before Australia pro- 
duced its best move of the match. It was started by John 
Nyskohus in his own half and it involved Steve Perry who 
sent O’Connor away with a clever pass. O’Connor lobbed 
the advancing goalkeeper but the ball went over the bar. 

Woodhouse saved a great volley by Nehoda in the 78th 
minute but was powerless to stop Nehoda from scoring 
the third goal on the turn, off the post eight minutes from 
the end. 

With only a minute to go, Kozak made it 4-0, capping a 
move involving Masny, Nehoda and Vizek. 

The Czechs had only 48 hours before the match to re- 
cover from the long plane trip from Europe, so itis fair to 
expect them to get even better for the matches in Sydney 
on Sunday and Melbourne the following Saturday. 

As for the Socceroos, they weren’t ready for such a 
match so early in the season. In future, players and 
coaches must be given more time to prepare for import- 
ant games. 

The Czechs showed up as a typical central European 
team, but with a lot more flair than the Bulgarians or the 
East Germans, for example. 

Venglos was quite pleased with the performance of his 
team and of the Socceroos, he liked Henderson, Wood- 
house and Krncevic. 

Krncevic may not have turned the world on fire, but as 
Venglos pointed out, the Marconi striker was marked by 
top-class opponents. 

The match was played in a sporting spirit, with few 
fouls and no cautions. 

My compliments to referee Chris Bambridge and line- 
smen Bob Mee and Dave Day, who were excellent. 

And my thanks to the media, Canberra City, the ACT 
Soccer Federation and everyone else who gave me assist- 
ance in helping promote the match for the Australian 
Soccer Federation.

The return of 
Sydney Olympic to 
State League of 
NSW should see it 
win its first Ampol 
Cup in the history of 
the Club, once 
known as Pan Helle- 
nic.

In a year of soccer's centenary celebrations, of starting 
to build up interest for the World Cup eliminations and 
the World Youth Cup, the eformances and preparations 
of the NSW team for its international tasks are on a par 
with the bad old days of the Association set-up in the late 
fifties. 4 

Poor Leo Baumgartner — he can’t really be blamed 
for the misfortunes that came his way recently unless, 
perhaps, for not standing up forcibly to the NSW Feder- 
ation executive and counselling publicly against putting 
this State’s rather tattered reputation on the [ine in such 
totally unsuitable circumstances. 


Unfit players in the middle of their summer layoff, vir- 
tually no training preparations, almost total lack of media 
publicity — with the honorable exception of the ethnic 
(ugh, that word again!) media — and a top-notch team in 
the middle of its European season and you have the per- 
fect recipe for disaster. 


No one should be surprised that the said disaster 
struck without fail and on schedule, making soccer in 
Sydney look like just another small-time operation once 
again.

Eddie Krncevic, Joe Picioane and Mark Jankovics, who had 
been invited to play, were not released from the Socceroo training 
camp in Sydney. Yakka Banovic and Billy Vojtek withdrew, as 
did Branko Buljevic. 

And so the Yugoslav Selection was based heavily on Footscray

George), Mike Milovanovic (Canberra City), Mendo Ristovski

sequently scored two great goals. Petrovic was the heart and soul 
of the Red Star attack. 

And what about Zoran Filipovic? Just back from Army duty 
and trying to re-establish himself in the senlor team, Filipovic 
replaced the disappointing Dusan Savic at half time and promptly 
scored three goals. 


For Rasic, it was the biggest defeat he has experienced since 
1970, when his Victorian State team crashed 1-7 to Moscow Dyna- 
mo, Utjesenovic, who was captain against Red Star, played also 
in that game against the Soviets. 

In closing, let's look back at the last time a combined team (as 
opposed to the State side) played against a visiting team.

The Holland that will appear in the Eu- 
ropean championship finals in Rome may bear 
littie resemblance to the great Holland teams 
of 1974 and 1978, but it promises to be just 
as effective. 

Throughout their great triumphs over the past 10 
years, the Dutch have never been content to rest on their 
laurels. 

Stars may go, but new ones are in the wings, ready to 
replace them. 

So it was in Argentina in 1978. 

When the Dutch went to Buenos Aires, they left behind 
goalkeeper van Beveren, Hovenkamp, van der Kuylen, 
Geels, Kist, Cruyff and van Hanergem. By the time the 
preminary rounds were over, Rijsbergen and Suurbier 
also were out, both of them injured. 

But Holland coped brilliantly, despite the handicaps. 

Krol became the team’s mainstay, Poortvliet, Brandts 
and Wilschut rose from obscurity to world stardom over- 
night, Haan beat West Germany and Italy almost single- 
handedly with those long-range goals of his, Rensenbrink 
turned on the best individual performance of the tourna- 
ment in the 5-1 defeat of Austria, Nanninga, fourth-choice 
centre forward in the squad, was good enough to score in 
the World Cup final, and Neeskens, despite losing nine 
een to the Argentinians, battled on with toughness and 
skill. 

Jongbloed, Suurbier and later Rensenbrink (unofficial- 
ly), retired after the World Cup and Neeskens and Rij- 
sbergen left to join the New York Cosmos, 

Hovenkamp and Kist returned but Rene van den Ker- 
khof, Poortvliet and Wildschut slumped badly and things 
looked bleak for a while. 

Yet in the match against Argentina to mark the FIFA 
centenary in May last year, Holland once again demon- 
strated its remarkable resilience. 

The team that took the field contained only five players 
who had ben in the 22-man World Cup squad, whereas Ar- 
gentina fielded nine finalists. And yet, Holland held Ar- 
gentina to a draw and lost only in the penalty showdown. 

Holland’s qualification for the European championship 
finals, achieved with a victory against East Germany 
after coming back from being two goals down, saw the 
blooding of yet another batch of new stars. 

Bennie Wijnstkers, the young Feyenoord right back, is 
likely to be a permanent fixture in the Dutch team in 
Rome, although he has played only three internationals. 

His club mate, centre back Michel van der Korput, was 
brought in for his first full international in the crucial 
decider against East Germany in Leipzig and was a big 
hit. 

Valke, the 19-year-old of PSV, is a great player in 
themaking, and wingers Simon Tahamat and Tscheu La 

Ling (both Ajax), have the talent required to make up for 
the loss of Rensenbrink. 

Midfielder Johnny Metgold of AZ’67 is a player of great 
ai Eventually, he may succeed Ruud Krol as 
ibero.

England will Ron Greenwood take with him

Will it be an England that 
plays 4-4-2 for 4-2-4, if you 
wish to be precise and pedan-. 
tic) or an England which plays 
4-3-3? Will it have true 
wingers or not? Will it, in 
other words, play on the pat- 
tern it followed when it won 
5-1 in Northern Ireland, or on 
the very different one it pur- 
sued when it won that dull 
game 2-0 at home to Bulga- 
tia? 

I have scarcely hidden the 
fact that my own perference is 
vastly for 43-3, preferably 
with a half-back who can tack- 
le; and it was 4-3-3, of a sort, 
which England played against 
Bulgaria. The important thing, 
though, is that Greenwood 
should make up his mind as 
soon as possible — preferably 
for 4-3-3! and stick to his last 
like a good cobbler. 

As things stand, the England 
players would have every 
excuse for feeling like Pav- 
lovian dogs, perenially subjec- 
ted to alternating stimuli. The 
team that scored five goals in 
Belfast had Stevie Coppell as a 
deep lying right winger, play- 
ing an extremely satisfactory 
game, in which he set up @ 
couple of the goals. Kevin 
Keegan was used as an attack- 
ing midfielder, with Trevor 
Francis and Tony Woodcock 
switching, sprinting and poa- 
ching up front! 

Against Bulgaria, no 
winners at all. We might have 
been back in the days of Good 
King Alf. No Coppell, no Barn- 
es, no Cunningham. No 
Keegan either, of course, since 
Hamburg withdrew him from 
the game, after it had been 
postponed. Instead, an attack 
in which Woodcock and 
Francis figured again, a good 
deal less effectively than they 
did in Belfast, together with a 
Kevin Reeves who was clearly 
out of his depth. 

Behind them, again, Ray 
Wilkins a natural inside-for- 
ward, who had played in Bel- 
fast, and two players who 
might be described as wing- 
halves; an attacking wing-half 
in the shape of the highly 
gifted Glenn Hoddle, a tradi- 
tional wing-half in the much, 
much slower Ray Kennedy, 
capable of tackling, but much 
hampered by his lack of speed. 

Teams at all levels, not 
merely international teams, 
strive for what the Italians 
call automatismi, those move- 
ments, combinations, synchro- 
nisations, which simply come 
as the natural result of players 
knowing and understanding 
one another. This, in turn, can 
be achieved only by constant 
playing together — unless of 
course you are lucky enough to 
have the kind of marvellous if 
polyglot team put out onto the 
field by FIFA against England 
in October 1953, which found 
its automatismi almost im- 
mediately. (Kubala, Boniper- 
ti, et al). 

Greenwood himself has 
complained that part of the 
problem of choosing an Eng- 
jand side is that clubs play so 
many different styles, where 
abroad they tend to play the 
same style, making it easier 
for players to fit in when pick- 
ed. But here he is varying his 
own team’s style from game to 
game! 

In the background, mean- 
while, there lurks the stalwart 
figure of Bob Latchford, Kee- 
gan, judged by his public utter- 
ances (no, not the confession 
that he would like, quite like, 
to be Prime Minister, though 
doubtless he’d do better than 
Mrs Thatcher as a striker for 
Hamburg) would welcome 
him, Greenwood seems par- 
tial. , 

I myself mourned for a 
Tommy Lawton as cross after 
high cross came uselessly over 
in the Bulgarian-game. But 


Lawton was Lawton, an in- 
comparable centre-forward; 
Latchford is Latchford; a verv 
good man at club level, A mod- 
ern, sweeper; defence would 
stifle him at international 
level. To outwit such defences, 
England must go all out for 
moderity and surprise, the 
kind which can be provided by 
the likes of Keegan, Francis, 
perhaps Woodcock .. . and 
Hoddle. 


The 22-year-old Tottenham 
man, first to be capped by 
England for so many years, 
deserved all the praise he 
drew after the Bulgarian 
game. Like Kenny Sansom, a 
very different player, on his 
debut, he took to international 
football like a duck to water. 
All those wonderful skills, that 
sleight of foot, that lively orig- 
inality which has been seen in 
spasms at White Hart Lane, 
was in evidence; together with 
his beautifully controlled stri- 
king of the ball. Having made 
a goal for Watson and missed 
one himself, he at last obtain-. 
ed proper rewards, a poetic 
rounding off of his perform- 
ance, with that magnificently 
struck volley. 


Ball artists are rare in Eng- 
lish football, but when they do 
emerge — Buchan, Matthews, 
Finney, Shackleton, Greaves 
— they are particularly gifted. 
Hoddle’s control of the ball, 
his caressing touch, clearly 
owes much to inborn ability, 
but judged by the tales of his 
boyhood, it also owes a great 
deal to the hours he spent play- 
ae. with a ball in his back gar- 

en. 


Shades of the great Scottish 
left winger Alan Morton, the 
Wee Blue Devil, a natural 
right-footer who perfected his 
left foot by endlessly kicking a 
tennis ball at a hole in his coal 
shed door. 


I hate the ludicrous, para- 
doxical expression, “work at 
the game,”’ as in, “‘our players 
don’t work at the game. ‘‘Why 
in alk logic should one work at 
a GAME? But to enjoy playing 
with a ball, rather than regard 
it as something of a necessary 
evil, to be acquired by force 
and parted with at speed, is 
the negation of good football. 


Hoddle last season had a dif- 
ficult time of it because Spurs 
made foolish use of him. 
Having acquired two Argen- 
tine midfield players in Villa 
and Ardiles, they were like the 
old woman who lived in a shoe. 
Now he is being used in his 
true position, it’s another thing 
entirely; and he can score so 
splendidly from there, as he 
showed against Manchester 
United and Norwich City, late- 
ly. 


Greenwood had some un- 
typically Puritanical things to 
say about the value of “‘disap- 
pointment’ in football as in 
life, implying that having con- 
firmed his possibilities, 
Hoddle might still be thrown 
Straight into limbo. That 
would be very silly. We 
haven't so much talent as to be 
able to afford indulgences of 
that kind. 


Meanwhile, England’s op- 
position is now defined; and 
very strong it is. I'm glad the 
Dutch got through; even with- 
out Cruyff and Neeskens, they 
stil grace any major com- 
petition, while the East 
Germans have still to rise 
above compact efficiency. 
Rudo Krol is in magnificent 
form as an attacking sweeper, 
Franz Thijssen of Ipswich 
adds grace and skill to the 
midfield, the blond Kist at last 
seems to be adjusting to the 
demands of international foot- 
ball, Don’t underestimate the 
Czechs; they were surely not 
at full throttle when they lost 
in Paris.

“Twas back playing within a 
month, which was too soon.

Munro, 32, maintains he has 
another three seasons of PSL 
soccer in him, and would like 
to spend that time with South 
Melbourne. 

If the problem with the club 
hadn’t clear up, Munro was all 
set to start a coaching career, 
possibly in the Victorian State 
League. 

“T'd like to get into coaching 
at some stage,”’ said Munro,

from impressed with coaching 
in Australia, It’s pretty poor to 
say the least.

Munro said the only coach 
who had impressed him was

“T've talked to coaches and 
players from other clubs,” 
said Munro, ‘‘and heard a few 
coaches on television. There 
are not many good coaches 
around. 

“Rasic impresses me and 
everyone associated with the 
Victorian team has spoken 
highly of Len McKendry.” 


Munro declined to comment 
on national coach Rudi Gut- 
endorf, saying he’d never seen 
him work. 


One aspect that bewildered 
Munro was the way in which 
coaches roamed from club to 
club. 

“It doesn't make sense how 
a coach can walk out from one 
club into other, even if he’s 
been unsuccessful,’’ said 
Munro. “‘It seems the same old 
faces have been doing this for 
years.” 

Munro, who is likely to 
make Australia his home, said 
he was confident his 16 years 
as a pro would give him ample 
experience as a coach.

He dismissed the suggestion 
that qualifications were essen- 
tial to be a top coach. 

“I could name six top Eng- 
lish coaches who never have 
been to a coaching course,” 
said Munro assertively. 
“Qualifications are not im- 
portant. 

“Soccer is a simple game 
and the best way is to play it 
simply. But some of these so- 
called qualified coaches make 
a simple game difficult.” 


Munro wil face still opposi- 
tion this season in the South 
Melbourne team, He and three 
other players are fighting for 
the two vacancies in the 
centre of defence. 

The others are Steve Blair, 
Arthur Xanthopoulos and 
Chris Kalafatidis. Does Munro 
see this competition as being 
healthy? 


“Having pressure on to hold 
your place makes you play 
harder,” said Munro, “but [ 
honestly think Hellas has too 
maeny players in the first team 

ad. 

‘At the moment there are 18 
players going for 11 positions, 
and there’s talk of coach John 
Margaritis buying more play- 
ers. 

“Sixteen is enough for any 
squad anywhere in the world. 
Even with 16 players, there 
will be some players whq will 
be sidelined for long periods.” 
Munro admitted there could 
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be problems with such a large 
squad, but that he was. con- 
fident of a bright season for 
the club. 


“South Melbourne has great 
potential. Last season we 
played some terrible stuff but 
still drew crowds of 5,500 to 
6,000,"’ said Munro. ‘If we had 
a good run, the attendances 
could easily bit 12-15,000.” 


Munro spoke briefly of 
Souths’ ‘terrible’ 1979 season. 

“One thing should be made 
clear: it wasn’t just the 
players at fault for the bad 
performances,’ he said. 
“There were a lot of other 
things wrong. Losing three 
points early in the season had 
a demoralising affect on the 
players and once down, we 
didn’t recover. 


“But I’m sure Dave Macl- 
aren would have got Hellas out 
of trouble. It was very unfair 
how he was blamed when there 
were no complaints the pre- 
vious season.”’ 

Munro says the key to a 
South Melbourne revival is 
whether the club learns from 
its mistakes. 

“The running of the club 
must improve,” said Munro 
frankly. ‘'The administration 
has made mistakes and must 
not repeat them. 

“*I don’t know if the situation 
is going to change this season, 
but if Hellas is to succeed 
there must be changes.”’

rivals Dundee at Dens Park, 
which was only a goalkick’s 
distance away from Munro’s 
home. 

At the age of 18 he trans- 
ferred to Aberdeen for 6,000 
pounds. He had played around 
60 games and scored 14 goals 
for Dundee Utd. 


Munro was with Aberdeen 
for 18 months, playing around 
50 games for a return of eight 
goals.

match. 

Officials of both Mayfield 
United and West Lakes United 
claim that they had been given 
assurances by federation offi- 
cials about the promotion of 
their clubs to the restructured 
competition although the 
promises had not been con- 
firmed in writing. 

Both had started preparing 
for an entry into the first divi- 
sion and had signed players 
while Mayfield United Club is 
now likely to lose sponsorships 
it had been promised when it 
was assured it would be back 
in the first division next sea- 


son. 

Mayfield United was 
formed, under the name of Ly- 
saght’s Orb, in 1930 and has 
been one of the North’s top 
Clubs, at one time being promi- 
nent in the N.S.W. State 
League intercity competition.

The club’s directors have 
announced an operating profit 
of $7,670 for 1979. This is a re- 
markable turn-about to the 
loss of $35,144 in 1978. 

Reasons given for the great- 
ly improved position is said by 
the directors to be increased 
crowd attendance at the clubs 
Philips League and Philips 
Cup fixtures. 

lt is believed that Newcastle 
KB United is the only club in 
Australian Soccer, at senior 
level, to make a profit solely 
from football operations in 


1979. 

Mr, Paul Trisley, the club's 
highly capable and live-wire 
secretary, said that the 
crowds increased by 24.1 per 
cent on the club's first season 
in the Philips League in 1978. 

He said the position was 
“highly pleasing’ for a club 
which had been in the league- 
for only two years. 

“Another factor which in- 
fluenced the satisfactory posi- 
tion is that expenditure on 
promotions, while still re- 
maining at a high level, was 
not as great as in 1978.’’ said 
Mr. Trisley. “In our first year 
in the Philips League we spent 
@ considerable sum on promo- 
tions and on establishing the 
club.” 

He said that the club had a 
turnover of $334,832 in 1979 — 
an increase of 30.12 per cent on 
the first years operations. 

It was announced that the 
club would increase admission 
charges for the 1980 season. 

“The directors made this 
decision with some reluctance 
but it had been forced on the 
club by the increasing cost of 
taking part in an Australia- 
wide football competition,” 
said Mr. Trisley. 

Admission to matches will 
be $3 for adults, $1 for pension- 
érs and children between 10 
and 16, 50 cents for children 
between six and 10. Last sea- 
son, adults were admitted to 
Philips League and Cup 
matches at the International 
Sports Centre for $2.50 for a 
grandstand seat and $2 for ad- 
mission to the outer ground. 

Mr. Trisley said that the 
new price for admission would 
bring Newcastle KB United 
into line with most other 
Philips League clubs which 
had been charging such admis- 
sion fees for the past two 
years. — JACK MATTHEWS

Greece? ‘| wouldn't mind, says Cole 


The hat-trick that Gary Cole scored last 


August against Greek champions A.E.K. 
could launch him on a career in Europe. 


While on tour in Australia A.E.K. offi- 
cials and coach Herman Stessi showed 
interest in Cole, especially after he ripped 
apart AEK’s defence with three goals. In 
fact, the head of the touring party Mr 
Lalos was heard saying that under a more 
professional coaching Cole would be a stri- 
ker that no defender in Greece could stop. 


Already correspondence between 
A.E.K. president Mr. Barlos and Heidel- 
berg’s Jim Mangopoulos, regarding the 
interest of the Athens club in Cole, has 
started. 

While A.E.K. is looking at the possi- 
bility of having Cole in the squad, another 
top Greek club, P.A.O.K. of Salonica, is 


showing imterest in the player after a 
letter was sent to the club’s president 
about the striker, by an Heidelberg fan. 

In a telephone conversation I had with 
Mr. Pantelakis last week he told me that 
he had read and also heard about Cole. 

“Someone has written to me about Cole 
and 1 have heard he is a very talented 
player but although P.A.O.K. could be 
interested I would like to point out that at 
this stage we are looking more for a top- 
class centre back than for a striker. 

“If, however, Cole could become a 
Greek citizen then we would be interested 
in negotiating with his club.” 

According to the Greek Football Feder- 
ation rules a team can have only two for- 
eign players and in the case of a third, he 
has to be of Greek descend which makes 
him automatically a Greek citizen. 


However there is room for Cole as a 
second foreign player at P.A.O.K. because 
its Yugoslav goalkeeper Fortoula has 
become a Greek citizen. 


Meanwhile another top official of P.A- 
.O.K. and candidate for the presidency in 
this year's election has asked friends in 
Melbourne about Cole. 


Mr. Mangopoulos said he has not neara 
from P.A.0.K. officially but he would 
listen to offers from overseas. 


And what does Cole say about aij tus? 
“I wouldn’t mind giving it a go for a 
couple of years."" he told me last week. 


Heidelberg wouldn't mind either, as itis 
believed the two Greek clubs are willing to 
pay a record for an Australian player
